CHAPTEH XVIII. 
Choking. 

All sorts of things get into the 
throat, especially in children. The 
sulTerer turns purple in the face, the 
eyes protmde, he throws his anna 
about, and sometimes falls uncon- 
scious, tn other cases the foreign 
body lodges in the larrn* or even the 
windpipe, causing great distress and 
violent coughing. 

TREATMENT.— Slap the paUent 
violently on the back, standi him up 
face to the waH his chest resting 
against it, and give him a, severe bio*' 
between the shoulders. If a child, 
place One hand on each side of the 
chest and squeeze it vigorously and 
suddenly. If something Is supposed 
to be In the throat, perhaps a piece 
of meal, try to grasp It by tbrusUng 
the thumb and forefinger down as far 
as pcsible. If the breathing is not 
seriously interfered with. It Is best io 
wait for medical aid. Interference of- 
ten increases the difficulty, and in 
many cases the offending body haa 
passed down, living only an Irrita- 
tion that is EiiEtaken for its actus! 
presence. 

When a child has swallowed a hut- 
ton, coin or any odd thing, do not 
givn oil or ether p-jrsatiTe ; If he is 
simply let alone It is more likely to 
pass from his bowels i»lthout trouble 
Luan when driven through by the 'aid 
of purs^iives. In case the object 
swallowed is sharp or angular, It maj- 
be entangled and the stomach and in- 
testines protected from injurj- by 
giving the paUent rye bread, potatoes 
and cheese to eat freely. 

Croup. 

If a child wakes up in the early 
hours of the night with all the ap- 
pearance of eholdng and with the 
hoarse cough so ctiaracteristic of 
croup, send at once for tha doctor, for 
although It is probably a apasmodtc 
attack that will pass away In a few 
hours, yet it say be something worse. 

TREATMENT. — Give a. larsc Uwi- 
spoonful of syrup of Ipecac, and re- 
peat this every ten minutes until the 
child vomits. After two or three 
doses give a tumbler of warm water 
to make the vomiting easier. Put the 
feet into a hot bath of mustard and 
water, and apply a mustard plaster 
to the chest well up over the throat 
and keep the child warm. 
UnconEciousness. 

UnconscioasneSB occurs under so 
many different conditions, and la the 
result of such various causes, that, 
especially if the circumstances at- 
tsBding It are nnknown, It Is difficult 
even for the physician to determine 
its origin. But everyone may learn 
enough to avoid the shameful mistake 
of treating a person sullerlng from 
apoplexy or opium itoisonlng as if 
intoxicated, and either hastening bis 
death by tough treatment or allowiug 
him to die from want of proper at- 
tendance. Unconsciouaness may he 
due, tor Instance, to trouble In tho 
brain, either an Injury with or with- 
out fracture of the skull, or diseascB 
o£ the brain, like apoplexy or epilep- 
sy, or from heatstroke or suSocatlon, 
to poisoning by opium or morphia, 
alcohol, ether, chloroform, and to dis- 
ordered circuiatiou. Tiiis last is the 
case In fainting and unconBclousness 
from lo.<:s of blood. 

TREATMfiNT.— tn a large number 
of cases of nnctmsciousncss tbe na- 
ture of tbe attack is not understood, 
consequently It is well to be familiar 
with some method of procedure suit- 
able for all cases. 

1. Send for medical assistance. 

2. Place the patient on Ms back ; if 
the face Is red or flushed, raise the 
head and lay cloths dipped In cold 
water upon It, and do not give stim- 
ulants. A good rule when In doubt 
Is never to give sUmuiantB when the 
face Is flushed. If the face le pal>>, 
the head must be on a level with tba 
body. In either case turn tho bead a 
little on one side ; this is especially 



necessary to prevent the vomited mar 
terlal being drawn into the lungs 
should the patient vomit. 

3. Loosen all tight clothing about 
the neck, and also about the chest 
and waist, as these Interfere with 
the flow of blood to esd from the 
head. Give the patient plenty of 
fresh air, and If he stops breathing, 
reaort to artificial respiration. 

4. Obtain all possible Information 
about the case — if the person has had 
a fall or blow, been wounded, drink- 
ing or suOocated. If not an accident, 
ascertain how the attack came on, 
whether the patient fell suddenly, had 
a convulsiou, complained of feeling 
ill, or had been under circumstances 
likely to cause a heatstroke. 

5. Compare the two sides of the 
body to see If there is any paralysis 
or fracture, open the eyes and ascer- 
tain If the pupils contract when ex- 
posed to ligbl, and whether the pupils 
are of the same sixe, large or smalt. 
Count the pulse and noUce the respi- 
ration, whether difficult, easy or snor- 
ing. Notice the odor of the breath, 
and whether the skin is hot or cold 
to the touch. 

Securing the above information 
mfty help you to decide as to what 
the unconBciouaness U due. It will 
certainly be of great service to the 
doctor who takes ctiorge of the case, 
as the symptoms may have changed 
before his arrival. 

Fainting. 

The pale, bloodless face of the per. 
son who has fainted Is well known ; 
It is the indlCAUon of a like blooulead 
state within the brain. Tbe action of 
the heart has been temporarily ar- 
rested or weakened, and this causes 
a diminution of the blood supply lu 
the brain. This Is followed by losi 
of consciousness. Tbe pulse is feeble, 
and sometimes absent. 

TREATMENT.— Tbe fainting per- 
son must not be supported in an up- 
right position. Lay him down at 
once ; if on a sofa, let the head hang 
over £0 tiiat It jsksy be lower than tbe 
body ; this position allows tne heart 
to more readily send blood to the 
brain. Sprinkle the face with cold 
water, and bold ammonia or smelling 
Baits to the nose. IX a faint conUnues 
some lime, hot water battles may 'oc 
applied to the pit of the stomach, Tho 
one great thing to remember Is that 
tbe person who has fainted is to be 
laid down flat under any circum- 
stances, and the feet may be rals'ed 
to Increase the flow of blood to the

BL-THE ROMANS. 



CHAPTER Llll.— (Continued). 
BELISARIUS. 

BeliBorlus, In the meantime wag 
sent to aght with the king ol Persia. 
Chosroes, a very warlike prince, 
who hod overrun Syria and carried 
off many pFrlsoners from ADtloch 
BellsarluB gained victory after victoiy 
over him, and had iust drlvea him 
bock over the rivers when aaUa 
came a recall, and Narses was seat 
out to flnish the war. Theodora, tin 
Empress, wanted to reign after her 
husband, and heard that, on n report 
coming to the army of his death, Bdl- 
sarlus had said that he would give lilg 
Vote for Justin, tbe right heir. So 
she worked on the fears all Emperon 
had — that their troops mieht pro- 
claim a successful general as EmIle^ 
or — and again Belisarlus was ordered 
home, while Narses was sent to 6n 
iBh what he had begun. 

There was one more war for this 
great man when the wild Bulgariuis 
Invaded Thrace, and though his sol 
dlers were little better than timid 
peasants, he drove them back and 
saved the conntry. But Justinian 
grew more and more ieaioua of blm, 
and, fancying untenly that he was lo 
a plot for placing Justin on the 
throna, caused him to be thrown into 
prison, and sent Iilni out from thence 
stripped of everything and with Us 
eyes torn out. He found a little child 
to lead him to a chnTch door, where 
he used to sit with a wooden dish be- 
fore blm for aims. When it wu 
known who tbe blind beggar was, 
there was such an uproar among the 
people that Justinian was obliged to 
give blm back his imtace and soma ot 
bis riches : but he did not live mneh 
longer. 

Though Justinian behaved so nn- 
jusUy and nnfratetnlly to this greit 
man and faithful servant, he is noted 
for better things, namely, for mddng 
tiiB Church of St. Sophia, or theuoly 
Wisdom, which Constantlne hadb^ 
at Constuutinople, the most spicsili 
of all huii.disss. and for havlnE U« 
whole body of Roman laws thorongb 
ly overlooked and put into order 
Many even of the old heathen hiw» 
were very good ones, but there weps 
others connected with iflolalry tbtt 
needed to be done away with; and In 
the course of years so many laws sod 
alierations had been made that It 
was the study of ft lifetime even to 
know what they were, or how to act 
on them. Justinian set his best law^ 
yens to pat them aii in orutr, so that 
It might he more easy to work by 
them. The Roman clUsens In Greece, 
Italy and all the lands overrun by 
the Teutonic nations, were sllM Judg 
ed by their own laws, so that this was 
a very useful work, and it was so well 
done that the conquerors tool: them 
up in time, and the Roman law was 
the great model studied everywhere 
by those who wished to understanJ 
the rules of Jurisprudence, that Is, of 
law and Justice. Thus In another 
way Home conquered her conquerors 

Justinian died In 663, and was suc- 
ceeded by bis nephow JusUn, whose 
wife Sophia behaved almost as iU to 
Narses as Theodora bad done to Bell- 
sarlUB ; for while he was doing hit 
best to defend Italy from the eavage 
tribes who were ready at any moment 
to come over the Alps, she sent hloi 
a distaff, and ordered him barh to 
bis old slavery In the palace.

In the hospital ward of the prison 
is the picture ot our General, our 
Field Commissioner, and that magni- 
ficent production or the last Christ- 
mas number, " Toward a Better 
World," all taken from the War Cr.v. 
The men read the story ot many 
conversions in the War Cry. and it 
helps wonderfully in Seadlng tbem to 
the same loving Father we have 
found, I always approacli a new man 
v.itli a War Ci-y. This opens up the 
way for a conversation, and leaves 
them something to read and thiu!; 
about when I am gone. My grpatest 
dilllculty is to get War Cryp. fnr thr 
prison. I never have over one-third 
the amount reouirerf to .50 roynd '.li'y 
prr5-c:;. ! pray tbii day wili cnnie 
when we can supply a War Cry to 
every man in prison, every weei;.

The 
kingdoms of the world, and tUeir 
glory, belong to the devil ; and no 
one can have the glory of item, ex- 
cept by worshipping the devil. There 
is no other way, for it belongs to him. 
and he gives it to whom he will ; If 
you have iL that is the way you got 
It ; aad you only have a sham — the 
devil's imitation of the glory of God ; 
and of you it can be said, " Whose 
glory Is their shame, who mind earth- 
Iv thin£B." (Phil. iii. 19). Ttiiire m 
no real glory but God's ; (or all hut 
Himself is His Own creation. If you 
see'n the glory of the world, you do 
not belone tn God ; "ye are of your 
fnther, the devil, and the lusts of 
your father ye will do." (John vlli. 
^4}. "If any man Icvs the world, the 
lovo of the Father is not In hta." (I, 
juiiD ii. xd). "WliuautfVer \¥iU be ;i 
friend of the world Is the enemy of 
God." (James iv. 4). 

Those who do not bumble them- 
selves, God will either humble, or let 
uionc until their cup of sin is full, 
nnd then punish them. If God hum- 
bles yon. It may be In a ruined tiusi- 
ne.ts, the death or sin of a relative, 
through sickness, poverty, nr some 
had baUSt. 

Vou Will Have io Come Down, 

hy hambUng yourself, hy God humhl- 
Ine you, or by punishment "For . . 
as 1 live, salth the Lord, every knee 
shall bow to Me." (Rom. xlv. 11). Do 
not envy those wlio senm to get on 
in the world. They have peace, he- 
cause God has given them up. la let- 
ting them nlone. Their peace is but 
the calm before the eternal storm. 
. If you are not humble you are 
proud : and pride was the start of 
all the tbe sins of men, and devils. 
It Is 

The Farthest Reaching Sin 
in the damnation of souls. God can- 
not trust men who are proud, or who 
win get proud, with souls. It is the 
cause of persons being iealous when 
others get souls. Some persons really 
seem as If they wouin raiiier see sou.s 
damned, than saved hy anyone but 
themEPlvoH. It Is the principal ciauac 
of depression that follows some re- 
vivals. God says plainly, "My glcffy 
will I not give to another." (Isa. xi I. 
S). (Jod will not compromise In this 
matter. If the leaders or Uie people 
take the glory to themselveE, uod 
leaves, the uottc-m drops oat of the 
revival, and the devil's damnation mill 
grinds on. It not only lets others be 
damned, but damns others by driving 
them away from God, and It damns 
those that are its slaves. If you have 
been proud, or taking glory to your- 
self. In the past, you should repeat 
o£ it In dust and ashes ; and promise, 
by the help or God, to do so no more; 



and God may yet use you for the sal- 
vation of souls and His glory. 

All Mankind Honor Those Who Are 
Humble ; 

and when they humble themselves for 
their failures, even their enemtea 
honor them, and become their friends. 
They are, also, the special favorites 
of God. He delights to bless and 
honor them. He gives them souls by 
scores, hundreds, and sometimes 
thousands.

It you come In touch with His great- 
ness, you will be humbled ; nnd He 
will bless you, and others through 
you. 5. Added to these, keep In mind 
your relations to God. end the needs 
of a half-damned world. Resist every 
approach of the devil, and In utter 
abandonment to God, cry to Hliu. mid 
trust Him. He Is depending upon you 
to help save the world ; and "He 
knoweth how to deliver the godly out 
of temptation." (II. Peter II. 9>. Your 
own, and the n^eds of the world, call 
to you, "Do not fall." Vow to God 
that you will give absolutely all the 
glory to Him, for all that He accom- 
plished through you,and then sacredly 
keep that vow. Pray, and trust God, 
From th If nnarft of thn devil He is 
able to deliver and keep you, Hal- 
lelojah 1

arrangements alono. Another char- 
acteristic measure of ithe Turklth 
Government is the prohibition of the 
Importing of typewriters. This is 
due to the fact tbat seditious wrilln,; 
cannot be traced so readily when 
dono on the typewriter. 

King Edward VII. had a narrow es- 
cape while on a. yacht watching the 
racc-a. An unexpected squall broke 
olt the mast, which tell overboard 
close to where the King was sitting 
but fortunately without touching 
him. 

Tho latest Census of Italy reports 
the population to be nearly thirty- 
three millions, which Is an increase 
of four millions In the last twenty 
years.

The machinists' strike in the Unit- 
ed States Is widespread, princinally 
atrectliig the large New England 
cities. The railways are not affect- 
ed by this strike, which is a move- 
ment ioT a bine hour day throughout 
the U.3A. The strikers arc confident 
of wi tuning by nost week. 

The riots In Spain are continuing, 
and unrest la felt throughout the en- 
tire Kingdom. Admiral Ccrvera 
takes the gloomy view that Spain will 
he partitlened into a number of small 
States. 

SUtlBtles from the UnlteU States 
show that emigration from England 
and Irctaod is diminishing. In 1890 
England sent fifty-seven thousand 
immigrants, which fell to scarcely ten 
thousand In 1898. The number of 
Irish imnilgranta In 1882 was cishl.v- 
one thousand, which fell to twenty- 
five thousand In 1898.
